A Swedish View. 


Much has been heard of 
pushiog 


German activity in 
foraien trada, largely hy the aid 
of the exchanga rate. In this 
connection a letter from a 
Swedish.buainess man represent- 
ing Germae firms in his country 


is publishad by she ferliner 


Tuyetiatt, to which our attention 
hasbeen diracted by Mesars. 
Carl Crow, Toc. of Shanghai. 


The following is the essential part 


of the communication, which 
states the casa in a differant light 
from that which has obtained 
considerable currency. 

“As a resalt af the experience 
which I have had for some time 
past through my ratber wide con- 
nections with the German.-in- 
dustries, particularly in the 
electrical branch, E feel it to be 
my duty, as your representative 
of tong years standing, to draw 
your attention to the fact, that a 
resolute change in tactics of Ger- 
man manufacturers and mer- 
chants is absolutely necessars, to 

_ enable the customers Co preserve 
their former confidence or—what 
woul) be more carract to 
say—ito recover it O:sherwise 
the prospects for continuing 
business here shall b2come 
minimal, as it is oaty natural 
that customers shauld turn to 
such firma, ef which the quota- 
tions, the specifications and the 
terms of delisery cap be relied 
upon. 

“People here seem not ta be 
able to explain the methods 
of German expartsra baving so 
completely chacred as compated 
with pre-war time. The explans- 
tion is thought to ba found in 
the assumption that Germany is 
standing hefore a collapse and

do not know for rertain. what to

English and 
Amerizan cempetition, which 
anyhow could” quite well bold 
their own, are st'cking 
their offers when — conelid- 
ing the business. In roy opin- 
jon, for a considerable length of 
time, German manufacturers are 
ft obsessed by completely erroneous 
conceptions in many respects. 
First, one think in .Germany, 
that we hers in Sweden can pay 
any prices, regardless of whether 
in Marks or in Kronor; secondly, 
shat .there is here a shortage 
of commodities and thirdly (at 
least in many cases) that 
only German manufacturers come. 
jnto consideration. All these 
conceptions are fondamentally 
wrong. The observation to -the 
first point is, that naturally one

“Furthermore, Swedish cus- 
tomers have toa great extent all 
teasans to complain of the ways 
orders have been executed by 
German tirms in the Isst years. 
And not only because these firms 
refuse at all to carry ont orders 
al fixed prices mutually agreed 
upon. Bus also a grosy negli- 
sence is observed in carrying out 
deliveries. This is particularly 
striking asinolden times one has 
been accustomed to the highest 
‘attictness and punctuality on the 
partof German firms. Whether 
this change should be attributed 
to the psychological results of 
the war is beyond my judgment, 
however, it remains a fact. I: 
mus? create the impression with 
foreign customers, that German 
business men. have either lost 
their organization talent, or their 
business vision, or both—morea or 
less. Isis true aod we know it 
here that just now, conditions in 
(Germany ate extremely aieult 
jand unstable, butever thes: ex- 
i traordinary conditions cannot 
even partly be brouzth: forwar! 
‘as anexplanation. Should note 
radictlchangein many respects 
take place, German firm: would 
very little b jastified in spending 
their efforts and money with the 
parpase of booking orders here. 

“ Already, by their methods of 
maxing quotations and in other 
cases by their wars of carrsing 
out orders, German export firms 
are working hard to definitely 
expel themselves fram business. 
should add that the 
inanner in which Swedish visitors 
are treated for a considerable 
length of time when travelling 
jin Germany, does sot help 
to stirulate sympathies for 
Germany and Germano coorec- 
tions, particularly so that during 
the war Sweden has in no way 
shuwa any animosity towards 
Germany and later on made 
endeavours to help her -in many 
respects,” 

Upon this the Tunflutt com- 
ments: Cerman busiress circles 
would do wellin paying attention 
to tue cemiplaints raised in it 
concerning the German price, 
offer and export policies, which 
corplaints are in general’ prod- 
ably sufficiently justified.
